Subject : Export of cotton yarn from India under, OGL-3. 

F. No. 2/28/78-EI. —Attention is invited to the Department of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 1 l-ETC(PN) |78 dated 16-2-1978 laying down the export 
policy of cotton-y&MkJtoi' shyynent uplfi. 31-12-192&, 

2. It has been decided to permit export of cotton yarn of all types and 
counts of 6s and above as well as tyre cord yarn with immediate effect to all 
destinations for shipment upto 31st December, 1979 within a specified ceiling. 
However, cotton yam of all types in counts of 5s and below excluding tyre cord 
yarn, will not be allowed for export. 

3. All contracts for export of cotton yarn of the eligible types and counts 
shall be required to be registered with the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council, Bombay. Shipment of cotton yarn will be allowed by the Council only 
against such registered contracts. Authorisation for shipment will be endorsed 
on the shipping bills. In respect of shipments to the USA and the EEC member 
States, necessary announcements about the quota distribution policy will be 
made by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. 

4. The shippers are required to submit to the Cotton .Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council! by 10th of every month the details of the shipments of cotton 
yarn- effected by them. The address of the Council is as under :—
